44 Under the thirteenth section of the
enrollment act, it is clear that a party
drafted end wishing to famish a substi-
tute or pay t!re commutation, must do so
on or before t!:o day rixed for his appear-
ance. The privilege expires with that
day. If he fails to report himself and is
orreeted as a deserter, he has still the
right to go before tho board of enrollment
and prove that he is not liable to to mili-

tary duty ; but if, on the hearing, his
claim to exemption, he is to be held liable
he cannot escape personal service. lie is
also, under such circumstances, subject to
be proceeded against as a deserter.
